Hurley,  who  is  both  a 
Lees-McRae  graduate  and 
trustee,  began  his  remarks 
with  the  question,  "Where 
do  we  go  from  here?" 

"As  I  reflect  on  my 
answers  to  that  very 
question  over  the  years,  it 
is  clear  that  Lees-McRae 
played  a  significant  role  in 
the  choices.  In  many 
ways,  I  represent  the 
student  that  Lees-McRae 
was  established  to  serve. 


Hurley:  Be 
A  Part  of  the 
Solution. 


Growing  up  just  over 
a  mountain  from  here,  with 
few  resources,  I  had  a 
dream,  a  little  talent,  but 
not  much  hope  of  attending 
college.  Lees-McRae 
provided  me  the  opportu- 
nity through  athletic- 
scholarships  and  campus 
work  to  begin  my  journey 
toward  my  dream. 

At  Lees-McRae.  I 
found  a  caring  family  that 
wanted  me  to  succeed.  A 
family  that  often  saw  more 
in  me  than  I  saw  in  myself. 
This  family  cared  enough 
to  nurture  me  through  two 
years  of  study  and  also  a 
very  turbulent  period  of 
American  history. 


That  family  was  the 
faculty,  staff  and  students 
of  1962-64.  Many  in  the 
family  helped  build  a 
foundation  that  I  often  fall 
back  on  as  I  seek  to  answer 
the  question,  'Where  do  I 
go  from  here?'  Their  gift  to 
me  was  a  'sacred  flame.' 
the  gift  of  empowerment. 

I  challenge  you  today 
to  develop  positive  motiva- 
tors and  create  a  positive 
self-expectancy  for  your 
future  and  to  play  an 
empowerment  game  by 
recognizing  problems  and 
taking  ownership  for  them; 
for  seeking  and  imple- 
menting solutions.  A  game 
where  you  make  and  keep 
commitments  and  own  the 
results. 


Where  do  you  go 
from  here?  Are  you  the 
one  that  will  change  the 
future  for  the  next  genera- 
tion of  Lees-McRae  gradu- 
ates? In  the  words  of 
Warren  Bennis,  'If  you 
have  ever  had  dreams  of 
leadership,  now  is  the  time 
this  is  the  place,  and  you're 
it.  We  need  you.'"

Dr.  Charles  Peterson, 
the  featured  speaker  during 
Lees-McRae's  pre-gradua- 
tion  Baccalaureate  Service, 
urged  each  of  the  graduates 
to  make  their  collective 
mark  in  life,  or  paraphras- 
ing British  author  Steven 
Spender,  "Sign  the  Vivid 
Air." 

"In  the  1930's  there 
appeared  a  poem  by  British 
author  Steven  Spender, 
some  lines  of  which  have 
burned  themselves  into  my 
memory. ..'I  think  continu- 
ally of  those  who  were 
truly  great.  The  names  of 
those  who  in  their  lives 
fought  for  life;  Who  wore 
at  their  hearts  the  fire's 
center;  Born  of  the  sun, 
they  traveled  a  short  while 
toward  the  sun,  and  left  the 
vivid  air  signed  with  their 
honor.'  The  poem  is  a 
moving  tribute  to  the 
gallant  men  of  the  Great 
War  and  is  an  acknowledg- 
ment that  their  sacrifices 
on  behalf  of  peace  had  not 
been  in  vain. 


"For  our  purposes, 
however,  the  meaning  is 
much  broader.  The  signers 
of  the  'vivid  air,'  as  he 
described  them  came  from 
all  walks  of  life.  We, 
therefore,  are  challenged  to 
sign  the  'vivid  air,'  to  put 
exclamation  points  after 
our  names,  to  let  the  world 
know  that  we  have  been 
here."
